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PLANS to set up a 
temporary home for 
Haverhill’s new heal¬ 
th care clinic in a pub 
car park could cost 
more than £248,000 a 
year - plus running 
costs - the Weekly 
News can reveal. 

While the final deal to 
build the extended- 
hours clinic is still 
being hammered out, 
the contract will run for 
up to three years, 
resulting in a possible 
overall cost of more 
than £740,000. 

The clinic will be based 
behind the Rose and Crown 
pub, off Withersfield Road, 
while a permanent site is 
found and developed. 

Planning permission has 
already been sought for the 
two-storey modular health 
centre. If given the green 
light, it is hoped work could 
start early next year and be 
completed within three 
months.

PCT reveals set-up cost 
of new health care site 


Trust hosted a drop-in 
session in the town this week 
where local residents were 
invited to give their views on 
plans for the “pod-style” 
building. 

Martin Royal, director of 
business development and 
external relations for NHS 
Suffolk, said: “The temporary 
building is expected to cost in 
the region of £248,000 each 
year, although these costs are 
still being negotiated with 
the provider. 

“That estimated figure in¬ 
cludes land rent and building 
hire, but not running costs. 

“The contract for the temp¬ 
orary facility is for three 
years, giving our partners 
and us time to agree a perm¬ 
anent site for the purpose- 
built facility, appoint a pre¬ 
ferred developer, secure 
planning permission, design 
and build it. 

“We are in discussions 
with St Edmundsbury Bor¬ 
ough Council to agree a 
permanent site. We will be 
formally meeting with the 
council in early 2009 to agree 


this important step.” 

Mr Royal also responded to 
concerns from retailers and 
shoppers that taking over the 
car park would reduce the 
number of valuable town 
centre parking spaces. 

“Clearly, once the temp¬ 
orary facility is in place, it 
will displace a small number 
of short-term car parking 
spaces,” he said. 

“We are working with the 
borough and town council to 
ensure that alternative, local 
short-term parking is made 
available. 

“This is in direct response 
to local consultation and 
events, where residents and 
businesses shared their con¬ 
cerns. We want to make sure 
we can operate the facility for 
the population of Haverhill 
and its surrounding villages 
in the best way, with the least 
possible impact.” 

Plans for the extended- 
hours clinic, the first of its 
kind in Suffolk, have been 
met with mixed reactions.

Ron carries on with standard effort 


STANDARD bearer Ron 
Pearson will complete a hat- 
trick of special appear¬ 
ances at the Royal Albert 
Hall Festival of Rememb¬ 
rance, carrying the Bomber 
Command standard. 

Mr Pearson, 79, of Ickle- 
ton Place, Haverhill, has 
taken part in many nat¬ 
ional events. He last par¬ 
aded the Bomber Command 
standard in 2001 and five 
years ago carried the 
standard of the Pathfind¬ 


ers’ Association, made up of 
elite RAF wartime squad¬ 
rons, for the last time before 
it was disbanded. 

Mr Pearson, pictured 
right, said this year’s event 
would be particularly 
special as it marks the 90th 
anniversary of the form¬ 
ation of the RAF and the 
90th anniversary of the 
British Legion. 

Thousands of people are 
set to attend the poignant 
event on Saturday, Novem¬ 


ber 8, and millions more 
will watch it on television. 

It will be a busy weekend 
for Mr Pearson, who will 
travel down to London next 
Thursday, take part in 
rehearsals on Friday then 
arrive at the Albert Hall by 
9am on the Saturday morn¬ 
ing, ready for afternoon and 
evening performances. 

He will then return home 
in time to take part in the 
Remembrance Day Parade 
at West Wratting common. 


Mr Pearson said: “I am 
more than pleased to be 
asked.

He got in 
touch with the British 
Legion because it is the 
90th anniversary of the 
RAF”

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Hammer hit man ‘lost 
it’ in bedroom barge-in 


AN IRISHMAN who got drunk on 
St Patrick’s Day then drove to 
Haverhill to attack his estranged 
wife’s lover with a hammer has 
been jailed. 

Seamus Hackett, 34, had fled to his 
parents home at County Tipperary in the 
Republic of Ireland but was arrested 
there and extradited to the UK. 

Hackett appeared for sentencing at 
Ipswich Crown Court after pleading 
guilty to a charge of assault, causing 
grievous bodily harm. 

The court heard how Hackett, a father 
of four, had been drinking heavily in 
London on March 17 last year, then 
despite being disqualified from driving, 
got behind the wheel of a van and drove 
to the home of his wife Serena in Kirtling 
Place, Haverhill. 

Peter Gair, prosecuting, said Hackett 
claimed to have been concerned for the 
welfare of his children who he feared had 
been left unattended, but in the preceding 
days had sent threatening text messages 
to Mark Shepherd, the man who Mrs 
Hackett had started having a relationship 
with. 

Mrs Hackett told police she and her 
husband had parted in the previous 
autumn and since the attack on Mr 
Shepherd they had got divorced. 

On the evening of St Patrick’s Day, she 
and Mr Shepherd had also been out 
drinking, leaving her children in the care 
of a babysitter. 

It was during the early hours of the 
following morning while Mrs Hackett 
and Mr Shepherd were in bed that 
Hackett, who let himself into the house 
through an unsecured patio door, burst 
into the bedroom and grabbed a hammer 
which was lying nearby 

Mr Shepherd said Hackett appeared to 
be a “man possessed”. Hackett struck out 
with the hammer at Mr Shepherd’s head. 

He also punched Mr Shepherd several 
times around the face and head, before 
kicking him hard between the legs. 

Hackett had told a probation officer: “I 
came home. I saw someone in bed with 
my wife. I lost it.” 

Mitigating, Joanne Eley, said at the 
time of the attack Hackett had still 
regarded the house in Haverhill to be his 
home. He had committed the offence 
while drunk and realised that he had a 
problem with alcohol, which he had 
taken steps to address. 

“His behaviour was totally un¬ 
acceptable. He is deeply ashamed. He saw 
red and should have left the property but 
unfortunately acted in a very violent 
way,” Miss Eley said. 

Judge David Goodin said Hackett’s 
behaviour had been, in part, fuelled by 
alcohol but at the very least he had 
suspected that Mr Shepherd would be at 
the house. 

He sentenced Hackett to 20 months in 
prison, which will be reduced by the 152 
days he has already spent on remand.

While many people have 
welcomed the idea of extra 
health facilities for the town, 
critics say the clinic - which 
will be open from 8am to 8pm, 
seven days a week - will provide 
little that is not already offered 
by existing GP practices. 

Some believe it could even 
threaten their viability by 
taking away their surgery’s pat¬ 
ients. 

Doctors in the town had 
previously protested against 
PCT moves to cut up to £300,000 
from their budgets over three 
years, supported by a 10,000- 
signature presented to 
Parliament. 

Health chiefs maintain the 
loss of this funding was a sep¬ 
arate issue to plans for the new 
clinic, but some claim the mon¬ 
ey would have been better spent 
extending existing facilities. 

Darzi centres - named after 
Lord Darzi, the health minister 
who led an inquiry into the 
future of the NHS - are being 
set up with Government fund¬ 
ing, with the aim of creating at 
least one in every PCT area in 
the country. The report said 
they should all be opened by 
2010.

Campaign hopes 
to reduce deaths

DRIVERS on one of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire’s most dan¬ 
gerous roads are being 
urged to slow down as 
part of a new safety 
campaign. 

The Slow Down, Stay Aware 
and Stay Alive campaign start¬ 
ed on Monday and is calling on 
motorists on the A1307 to cut 
their speed on the notorious 
road. 

It follows the deaths of David 
Booking, 43, and his teenage 
sons, Daniel and Stephen, on 
the road in July - bringing the 
overall death toll to 28 in the 
past 10 years. 

The campaign by Cambridge¬ 
shire County Council road 
safety chiefs will run for four 
weeks and will include warning 
messages on buses that travel 
along the route, as well as 
posters, advertisements on vans 
and the internet. 

A radio advert will also be 
aired on local radio stations 
within Cambridgeshire, Suffolk 
and across the Eastern region. 

Last month new warning 
notices were put along the 
A1307 from its border, near 
Haverhill, to the Four Went- 
ways roundabout, branding the 
road as a high casualty route. 

Work has already started on a 
new safety scheme at Cardinals 
Green and a section of the road 
will see its speed limit reduced 
from 60mph to 50mph next 


month. A new safety camera 
has also been earmarked for the 
route. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Councillor Matt Bradney, 
cabinet member for growth and 
infrastructure, said: “When I 
took on my role I made 
reducing road accidents, 
especially on the A1307, a main 
priority for me and the council. 

“This campaign is part of a 
series of initiatives I have 
brought forward to reduce 


death and injury on this road. 

“It is designed to raise aware¬ 
ness of the fact that while the 
A1307 has seen a number of 
serious and fatal accidents, 
these are avoidable by driving 
safely, remaining alert, and 
within the maximum speed 
limit. 

“All too often roads are 
blamed for collisions when 
drivers, and other road users, 
can prevent them occurring.”

Don’t delay sorting out 
debt issues, CAB warns 


HAVERHILL’S Citi¬ 
zens’ Advice Bureau 
(CAB) is helping peo¬ 
ple cope with the cre¬ 
dit crunch by offering 
advice on tackling 
debts and also volun¬ 
teering opportunities 
to enhance their job 
prospects. 

Brigitte Haig, manager of 
the bureau, urged people to 
contact the CAB as soon as 
they experience financial 
problems, whether it is due 
to losing their job, benefit 
issues or generally failing to 
make ends meet. 

She said: “After someone 
loses their job funds are not 
always immediately avail¬ 
able and people can have 
difficulties coping with the 
system. 

“We appeal to them to 
come to the CAB. Where 
people are not familiar with 
the procedure they may feel 
the problem will go away, 
when in fact it gets worse.” 

Mrs Haig also called for 
more volunteers. She said 
many people who started 
work as volunteers for the 
CAB gained skills which 
later led to full time employ¬ 
ment, within the organis¬ 
ation itself or elsewhere. 

“We have been very succ¬ 
essful over the past few 
years in that our volunteers 
have found paid employ¬ 
ment.

Death is a subject which very few people talk about, or 
prepare for, yet it is the most certain thing in life. We 
may take out “Life Insurance”, but do we really know 
what to do when someone near to us dies and we are 
left to cope and make the necessary arrangements for 
their funeral? 

If it is a relative or close friend, we may find that it is a very painful 
process, because the more we love and care for someone, the greater 
the pain. It is important however to have somebody who will share your 
grief and give you all the support you need. Even though it may be a 
close relative, or family friend, the fact you are sharing the grief will help 
you through the early days of bereavement. 

If the death occurs at home then the first person to contact is the family 
doctor who will come to confirm the death. Once this has been 
confirmed, then the funeral director of your choice should be notified of 
your wishes. The majority of people would want to have their loved one 
taken from their home to the Funeral Director’s Chapel of Rest where 
they would rest until the time of the funeral. 

Although there is a booklet which will explain in greater detail what you 
have to do in the event of a death, you will find that the Funeral Director 
will explain everything you need to know and do, and what is applicable 
in your own individual circumstances. Whatever your religious wishes 
and customs, he can advise on such details as the simplest local 
Crematorium, to arranging for a loved one to be returned, perhaps to the 
country of their birth, anywhere in the world. The role of the Funeral

Director has changed very little over the years. Many people still view 
him as the gentleman, dressed in black, with top hat, walking to the 
front of the funeral precession. This is still very true, but he also wants 
to be the ‘personal friend’ to the bereaved, one who you can turn to and 
confide in. No one can fully dispel the pain or grief, but like the 
clergyman, the Funeral Director can make the pain easier to bear. 

Many Funeral Directors nowadays employ female staff who will actually 
help the families and make all the necessary arrangements on their 
behalf. Some people feel they can actually relate better to a lady and talk 
to her more freely. 

Space does not allow us to go into all the aspects of bereavement, but 
a minister once used the following to illustrate it simply. 

The ones you love the most are leaving port on a large ship for a voyage 
to a new home across the seas. The ship departs and you wave them 
goodbye. As you watch the ship go, it becomes smaller and smaller as 
it moves to the horizon, until it becomes but a ‘speck’, then disappears. 
Someone on the other side sees that ‘speck’ as it gets larger until it 
finally reaches its destination and is welcomed there. 

Death is just a journey, a door through which we pass on our way to a 
new home, this we must all remember, particularly for those of us who 
have a firm and deep faith.

F amilies facing a financial or 
emotional crisis can continue 
to put food on the table 
thanks to a new scheme launched 
in Haverhill. 

Haverhill Churches Together has teamed 
up with the Trussell Trust to launch what is 
believed to be Suffolk’s first Foodbank, 
providing meals for families and individuals 
who have fallen on hard times. 

Henry Wilson, Haverhill Foodbank 
project manager, said: “It only takes a 
change in circumstances - for example a 
loss of a job, a benefits cut or a relationship 
break-up - to put families on the breadline. 

“Some of these people are already 
struggling to make ends meet and either 
have to borrow money for food or go 
without. Here at the Haverhill Foodbank we 
will supply an individual or a family with 
food until other services or agencies 
become available.” 

The foodbank will be based at the Next 
Door coffee shop, next to the Methodist 
Church in Camps Road, Haverhill, and will 
operate using food collected at outlets 
such as supermarkets, churches and 
schools. 

People can be referred to the Foodbank 
by care and support agencies, such as 
social services, health visitors and the 
Citizens’ Advice Bureau. Once referred, 
people will be given a token which they can 
hand in at the foodbank in return for three 
days worth of food. 

Havebury Housing Partnership is 
backing the scheme and its Community 
Investment Focus Group has donated 
£1,000 towards the project. 

Sandra Norris, tenant board director and

Havebury’s investment group project 
liaison representative, said: “We are 
delighted to be backing this scheme, which 
is a real first in Suffolk. Often people tend to 
take having regular meals for granted, but 
for many families who have fallen on hard 
times this is not the case. 

“We don’t expect people in this day and 
age to go hungry but with the financial 


climate as it is now, I think that we will be 
having more and more people needing our 
help. The foodbank will provide a vital 
supply of food for those in short-term crisis 
until they are able to get back on their feet.” 

More than 12 million people in the UK 
live below the poverty line, including three 
million children. Many struggle to put food 
on the table and some simply go without. 


The Trussell Trust, a Christian organisation 
based in Salisbury, has set up foodbanks 
throughout the country. 

Haverhill Foodbank is happy to receive 
donations of non-perishable goods such as 
tinned and packet foods, dog food, 
nappies and toiletries at St Mary’s Church 
on Friday and Saturday mornings, as well 
as at Next Door.

Music men, and women, hit new heights 


I AM still trying to stop myself 
humming Seventy Six 
Trombones after tapping my 
feet through Centre Stage 
Company’s latest production 
of The Music Man.

It would be easy to say that he

Characters abound in this 
group and Bernard Sipple’s 
blustering Mayor was an ideal 
role for him, with the fine 
barbershop tones of Ian and 
Allan Davidson, Andy Letcher 
and Jim Morgan ideal for their 
roles. From young Matthew 
Organ as Winthrop to excellent 
Sue Almond as Mrs Paroo, 
everyone played their part in 
creating a rich tapestry of 


gifted performances, which 
seems to grow constantly. 
However, the real strength of 
the group is staging a rich mix 
of popular and more 
challenging work and adding 
its own new dimension to 
each. This is possible not just 
because of the swelling ranks 
of new talent, both young and 
older, but because of the solid 
base of stalwarts enabling it to 
grow. 

Fine musical direction from 
Karen Chinery, following in the 
footsteps of her father Les 
Ager, and another charming 
performance from his grand¬ 
daughter Lauren Chinery bode 
well for the future.

Don’t mind him: 
it’s just Mr Cox

RADIO One’s resident magician 
Chris Cox has taken to the road 
and comes to The Junction in 
Cambridge tomorrow. 

The Chris Moyles show regular and 
Edinburgh Festival favourite is one of the 
rising stars of the comedy magic circuit 
and bills himself as “the mindreader who 
can’t read minds”. 

“It basically means I don’t do anything 
psychic and I don’t believe that people 
can read minds,” he explains. “To make it 
look like I can read minds I use all these 
techniques like magic, psychology, 
neurolinguistics programming, reading 
body language, suggestion, devilish good 
looks and lying. 

“It’s mainly about controlling people 
without them knowing they are being 
controlled. In real life we aren’t 
predictable but we do all follow particular 
traits. From the stage you can lead 
people without them knowing they are 
being led, they form an almost mob 
mentality.” 

He must have known that he was on his 
way to making it in his chosen profession 
recently when he was called on for advice 
by the world’s most famous magician, 
Merlin the Wizard. The makers of the 
BBC’s current Arthurian TV romp got 
Chris on the set of the show to teach 
Colin Morgan, who plays the title role, 
how to perform some convincing magic 
tricks. 

Psychological magic maestro Derren 
Brown is someone Chris often gets 
compared to but he is quick to point out 
the differences. 

“Derren is the obvious comparison that 
people draw and it’s deeply flattering 
when people say that because he is the 
master of the art, he’s the best at doing 
any of this stuff. 

“But people seem to be picking up on the 
fact that yes, we may use the same 
techniques but I do a more light- hearted, 
jokey and less dark version.”

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
[J available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Q Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


Q Send off change of address cards. 

Q Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

□ Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move. 


WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
□ unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night! 



ON MOVING DAY: 


^ Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes. 

□ Pack items for washing/toiletries. 

Q Take down curtains. 

Q Take up rugs, carpets, floor coverings, as required. 

Q Dismantle any light fittings etc., not included in the sale. 

Q Turn off electric appliances. 

Disconnect cooker. 

Q Turn off boiler/central heating.

THE TDIe comes in three 
or five-door form with the 
103bhp 1.9-litre diesel unit, 
except in this installation 
it benefits from a few 
clever tweaks. 

The engine’s internals have 
been altered to reduce friction as 
have some of the ancillary units 
that run off it, thereby improving 
efficiency The ratios in the five- 
speed manual gearbox have been 
revised too, while the outside gets 
low rolling resistance tyres and 
slicker aerodynamics, all the 
better to smooth its progress.

Stretch it and the 
A3 will sprint to 62mph in a 
respectable 11.4 seconds and on to 
120mph, so there’s no need to 
work hard to stay in the swim, but 
that would be missing the point a 
little. 

Instead, tread the pedals 
carefully and make the most of 
what this car was designed to do. 
A gearshift indicator in the 
instrument panel tells you when 
it’s best to change up for 
maximum economy, and once you 
get into the sprit of eco-driving, 
it’s hard not to feel pleased with 
yourself for being so thrifty. 

Even though the shape is almost 
a common sight, the A3 is still a 
handsome machine. With alloy 
wheels as standard and a recent 
range-wide refresh to smarten up 
the exterior still further, 
desirability comes as standard. 


The cabin is equally wonderful. 
Well designed, attractive, easy to 
use and clearly built to last. It’s 
still an area where Audi is head 
and shoulders above the 
competition, and a crucial one 
given this is where you spend 
most of the time.

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THE onset of winter can be 
bad news for motorists. Little 
light, bad weather and worse 
roads conspire to make 
driving tiring, unpleasant and 
sometimes dangerous. 

Every journey is an 
opportunity to prevent the 
worst from happe-ning, and 
there is a great deal of 
preventa-tive action that you 
can take before setting off: 

■ Make sure that the car has 
enough fuel 

■ Let someone know your 
intended movements 

■ Listen to traffic news and 
weather forecasts, and wear 
warm clothes 

Naturally, the need for 
seasonal prepar-ation also 
extends to the various 
systems that run the car, so 
make sure that the antifreeze 
in the car is fresh. Insufficient 
or ‘old’ anti-freeze can cause 
hose, water pump or other 
major units to fail leading to 
overheating. Anti-freeze 
should be changed every two 
years due to the deterioration 
of the corrosion inhibitors. 
Other things to do include: 

■ Make sure battery is in 
good condition 

■ On cold mornings use a 
de-icer or scraper on 
windows - NEVER hot water 

■ Check that the screen 
wash is not clogged, that the 
level is topped up and that an 
additive is used to stop it 
freezing 

■ Check windscreen wipers 
for wear 

■ Make sure that all heaters 
and ventilation systems are 
working 

■ Give all external lights and 
mirrors a thorough clean 

■ Headlamps should be 
correctly aligned 

■ Tyre tread depth should be 
at least 1.6mm across the 
central three-quarters of the 
breadth of the tread and 
around the entire circum¬ 


ference, and there should be 
no cuts or cracks 

■ Spray damp inhibitor into 
the door locks to prevent 
seizing up 

Once the car is ready for 
winter, you should make sure 
it is carrying emergency 
equipment in case the worst 
happens. 

Useful supplies could 
include: 

■ Torch, spare batteries and 
bulbs 

■ Screen scraper/de-icer 

■ Jump leads 

■ Warning triangle 

■ First-aid kit 

■ ‘Hands-free’ mobile 
phone/phone card/cash 

■ Blankets and warm 
jacket/robust shoes (in case 
of breakdown) 

■ Shovel for snow 

■ Fire extinguisher 

■ Tow rope 

■ Road atlas, maps etc 

Fog is still one of the most 
potent impediments to safe 
driving. Other culprits include 
rain, ice, sleet, and snow. All 
of these elements can lead to 
dangerous driving conditions 
so beware. 

In the winter, speed can be 
your enemy, so winter driving 
means steady driving. 
Stopping distances double in 
the rain, and when roads are 
icy they can increase ten 
times. 

You should always keep 
well back from the vehicle in 
front, but in the winter you 
should be sure to be even 
further back. 

Essentially, safety in the 
winter comes down to four 
things: 

■ Check your car 

■ Be prepared for anything 

■ Be cautious 

■ Monitor your speed 

If you try to follow these 
rules you should find yourself 
on the road to safe winter 
driving.
